the discovery of live toads in the centre 
of trees, or inside of apparently solid

stones. A French naturalist, M. Mar- 
gelidet, has just published the results of 
an experiment of that nature. On the 
16lh of Jan., 1870, he caused a cavity 
to be hollowed in a large stone, put a 
toad into the cavity and then sealed up 
the mouth of the cavity with imperme- 
able cement. 
The other dny, on the 


15th of this month, five years, day for 
day, since he had put the creature into 
durance vile, he broke open the cavity, 
at the Museum of Natural History, and 
found the toad within alive -and well, 
though in a torpid condition.

Many of our readers will remember 


the spelling matches that were held in 
the district schools of their respective 
localities from twenty to thirty, and 
even forty years ago. Sometimes these 
matches were between members of a 
single school, and sometimes between 
two schools, one visiting the school 
room of the other to decide the question 
as to which could "spell down" the 
oilier. 


The plan adopted in the first part of 


tho evening was to "choose sides," for 
which purpose two Captains were ap- 
pointed, who, taking positions on oppo- 
site sides of the room, proceeded to se- 
lect (each choosing alternately) from 
those present, tho persons whom they 
regarded as the best spellers. Some per- 
son was then appointed to keep tally, 
whose business it was to score correctly 
all words missed, Indicating the side 
where the miss was made; and as a gene- 
ral rule each speller was allowed to spoil 
any word a second time which ho had 
mlftpcllcd in tho first trial. 


Following this match was a recess of 


about fifteen minutes, when the forces 
wore again marshaled, and, if the con- 
test was to be between members of tho 
same school, sides were again chosen, 
but If between different schools, each 
school selected its Captain, and they 
were arranged on opposite sides of the 
house, as in old-fashioned school-houses 
the seats were generally ai ranged on the 
two sides, fronting each other. As a 
general thing another contest was made 
with the schools sitting, the tolly being 
kept as before, nnd then came the grand 
contest at "spelling down" the two 
schools, or the contesting sections of the 
same school, as the case might be, arising
